Family fight on to 
clear son’s name 

THE family of a Brierley Hill man who was 
convicted over his girlfriend’s death in 
Crete will go to the High Court in an effort 
to clear his name. 

A coroner last month insisted he could 
not go against the ruling of a Greek court 
that Luke Walker, 29, had assaulted Chel¬ 
sea Hyndman before she died. 

But the family have vowed to fight on. 
They will now go to the High Court to chal¬ 
lenge the verdict, a move which could lead 
to a fresh inquest into the death of Miss 
Hyndman, 20. Mr Walker claims her death 
was caused by a fall.

A FIVE-FIGURE plan to catch 
motorists parking badly out¬ 
side schools on mobile CCTV 
has been welcomed by com¬ 
munity leaders. 

Dudley Council is planning to intro¬ 
duce the camera spy car as part of a 
£60,000 road safety scheme. 

It would help the authority tackle badly 
parked motorists, particularly those who stop 
illegally outside schools in the borough. 

Councillor David Sparks, cabinet member for 
finance and legal services, said: “Bad parking 
is the same as planting a ticking time bomb, in 
that people can die in accidents caused by such 
irresponsible behaviour. 

“Anything we can do to catch and prosecute 
those drivers that have no regards for the rest 
of the road is welcome. 

He continued: “Some cars are parked on 
parks, zebra crossings and pelican crossings. 
The use of the camera car is brilliant for us and 
a fantastic idea.” 

The plan has not yet received a final rub¬ 
ber stamp from the full council but Councillor 
Sparks added: “The sooner the car can be rolled 
out, the better.” 

Councillor Steve Waltho, who represents the 
St Thomas’s ward, said parking outside schools 
was a ‘continual problem’. 

Parks 

He said it was a real issue outside three 
schools - Sledmere Primary, Kates Hill Pri¬ 
mary and at Beechwood Primary. 

Councillor Waltho said: “It is so frustrating, 
we have tried everything to eradicate the prob¬ 
lem, so far as introducing bollards outside the 
schools. 

“Parents need to find time to park two min¬ 
utes walk away or walk the children to the 
school themselves. 

“They can’t just park up outside schools 
without any thought. It is dangerous and there 
needs to be more in place to stop them. 

“That is why I welcome this. 

He added: “I know we cannot have enforce¬ 
ment outside every place every minute of the 
day, but at least having something going from 
place to place may persuade people to park 
probably. 

“The whole issue is frustrating, I hope this 
helps to bring an end to it.” 

The idea has already been rolled out in neigh¬ 
bouring Sandwell borough where the council 
also uses a CCTV car particularly targeting 
school parking. 

Meanwhile, the council has unveiled propos¬ 
als to charge people who park at parks, nature 
reserves and open spaces across the borough. 

The authority said that it would cost £70,000 
to roll out the pay and display machines in 
Dudley. 


PETER’S HOBBY IS JUST OUT OF THIS WORLD

THIS truly stellar replica of the Kennedy 
Space Centre is the latest astounding crea¬ 
tion of the Black Country’s magnificent mod¬ 
el maker Peter Bateson. 

The 82-year-old has spent the last two 
years lovingly recreating NASA’s Florida 
base, which has now taken pride of place in 
the front room of his Sedgley home. 

It is light years away from his previous 
models, which range from a medieval castle 
to a Victorian doll’s house, a pirate ship and a 
Bugatti racing car. 

Space exploration has always fascinated the 


retired vehicle technician. He said: “I like it 
because it is all about the future and what we 
can achieve. And I thought making this would 
be a good challenge. 

“It started when I borrowed a book from 
Sedgley Library about the first 20 years of the 
Kennedy Space Centre, and then I kept on re¬ 
newing it. They even wrote to me about the 
book because I’d had it so long. It’s very inter¬ 
esting to read about it and then to work out 
from the pictures how to make a model of it.” 

Peter started with the space craft, known 
as the orbiter, but soon moved on to building 


the boosters and stack which supports it, be¬ 
fore deciding to make the whole space station 
complete with mission control. 

All of this was constructed out of MDF and 
plywood, which he painstakingly cut, turned 
and sculpted, before painting and adding 
LEDs that light up along the spaceship and 
buildings. 

“I think it is the biggest model I’ve ever 
made. It has taken over the entire front 
room table. But it’s OK because we eat in the 
kitchen,” added Peter, who is grateful to wife 
Joan, 78. for letting him indulge in his hobby.

Delays likely due 
to junction work 

MOTORISTS could face major delays 
on a stretch of road in the Black Coun¬ 
try during roadworks lasting up to three 
months. 

Traffic lights and pedestrian cross¬ 
ings will be revamped at the junction 
of High Street and Brettell Lane in Am- 
blecote to improve the junction. Work 
will be on weekdays between 9.30am 
and 3.30pm and some Sundays. 

Traffic already regularly backs up on 
the main route between Stourbridge, 
Kingswinford and Brierley Hill.

Price hike for bulky 
waste collection 

DUDLEY Council charges for special waste 
collections of furniture and white goods 
are set to rise by 10 per cent. 

If approved, from April it will cost nearly 
£50 to have large items of furniture re¬ 
moved through the council’s commercial 
and domestic waste service. According 
to the council’s figures it currently costs 
them £135,000 per year to clear furniture 
through the collection service, which gen¬ 
erates just £63,000. 

Councillor Hilary Bills said: “We looked 
at what other councils and private sector 
companies were charging. Our prices are 
competitive.”

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Tributes paid to rugby club stalwart

TRIBUTES have been paid to a popular 
former rugby player and club president 
who has died at the age of 78. 

Dudley Kingswinford Rugby Club 
stalwart Richard Connett died at Rus- 
sells Hall Hospital, Dudley, after a pe¬ 
riod of ill health. He is survived by his 
wife of 40 years, Marlene, and four sons 
- Ian, Ben, Edward and Mark. He also 
had seven grandchildren. 

He had moved from Devon to Dudley 
to study and work as an accountant. 

Richard enjoyed a long playing career 
with DK during the 1950s and 60s. He 
was captain when the club moved from 


Penzer Street, Kingswinford, to Heath- 
brook, Wall Heath, in 1963. 

He later turned his talents to coach¬ 
ing and enjoyed a successful period with 
the club before increasingly moving to 
the committee. He was club president 
from 1977 to 1980. 

He was also valued at North Midlands 
level where he had a spell as chairman of 
selectors for the senior side. 

A spokesman for DK said: “It was at 
DK that he really made his mark. He 
was a leading figure in a group who mas¬ 
terminded DK’s rise from a club strug¬ 
gling to improve its fixture list in the 


amateur days to a side that progressed 
to the national leagues. 

“He overcame a shortage of players by 
organising weekly transport from DK’s 
spiritual home in Tipton down to Heath- 
brook every Sunday. This led to a strong 
team spirit amongst the lads and they 
became a tight group who later devel¬ 
oped into a fine team. A fitting epitaph 
would be, ‘What’s going on at DK, ask 
Connett’.” 

His funeral will be held at Gornal 
Wood Crematorium on Friday, Febru¬ 
ary 24, at 11.40am with mourners then 
meeting at DKRFC. 


Jaguar thief sold off 
stolen x-iype for £40 


A THIEF who stole an X-Type 
Jaguar from under its owner’s 
nose later sold it for £40 having 
burned out the clutch, causing 
£700 of damage. 

Andrew Faux nabbed the 2005 plate 
luxury Jag worth thousands of pounds 
during a crime spree in September. 

It culminated in a robbery at the One 
Stop shop in Swan Lane, Wordsley, in 
which he threatened the manager with a 
knife. 

Those incidents - and a third in which he 
used racially aggravated language towards 
a police officer - were committed while he 
was subject to a suspended sentence for 
possession with intent to supply heroin. 

The 23-year-old was jailed for a total 
of four years and four months at Wolver¬ 
hampton Crown Court on Friday. 

Mr Gary Cook, prosecuting, said the 
first incident took place after Faux was 
detained by police on September 5 for at¬ 
tempting to gain access to his ex-partner’s 
home against her will. While in custody he 
threatened an officer. 

Then on September 16 in Brierley Hill 
Faux saw a man step out of his Jaguar 
X-Type to make a phone call. 

Keys 

Spotting the car’s owner had left his keys 
in the ignition, Faux jumped in and drove 
away. 

Mr Cook added: “The defendant soon 
had to park up as he had burnt out the 
clutch and caused £700 worth of damage. 
He has then made a sustained attempt to 
sell the vehicle. He sold it for £40.” 

Second-hand Jaguar X-Types can be 
found online for anywhere between £1,400 
and £2,990. 

Faux robbed the One Stop shop on Sep¬ 
tember 29. After pointing a knife at the 
manager he made off with £80 and two 
bottles of vodka. 

Mr Thomas McGarvey, defending, said: 
“The Jaguar was a spur of the moment 
incident and the complainant has now got 
their car back, albeit with damage. 

“My client has led a very hectic lifestyle 
since the passing of his mother two months 
before the robbery.” 

Faux, of no fixed address, had previously 
pleaded guilty to using racially aggravated 
language, theft of a car and also robbery. 


Camo car ends up in the Stour

Festival organisers curry favour with balti bosses 


A BALTI festival will see Lye High Street closed to traf¬ 
fic with stalls lining the road as part of a celebration of 
the Black Country’s ‘Balti Mile’. 

Organisers of the expanding Black Country Festival 
have begun meetings with Lye curry house bosses to 
discuss ideas. 

The new event is a key part of the expansion plans 
for the annual Black Country Festival, after the Black 
Country Local Enterprise Partnership agreed last 
month that it should receive an extra £200,000 in fund¬ 
ing over the next three years. 

Centred around Black Country Day on July 14, but 


with a variety of events taking place throughout the 
month, the festival celebrates the best the region has to 
offer, and co-founder Steve Edwards is keen that should 
also include the Balti-style curry. 

He said: “The Black Country is renowned for its cur¬ 
ries, especially the Balti. It came to the Black Country 
around 50 years ago, and is now right at the heart of 
our food and culture. 

“The idea is that we will have the High Street closed 
off, and all the restaurants will have stalls serving food 
to visitors. The restaurants we have spoken to already 
have lots of ideas and want to take part.” 


Teaching 
assistants 
facing axe 

TEACHING assistants who work with 
special needs children are facing the axe 
at a secondary school in Quarry Bank. 

Parents have reacted furiously to the 
proposals. 

Thorns Community College, which has 
more than 1,000 pupils, has launched a 
consultation on making around 18 sup¬ 
port staff redundant. 

But some parents say they have not 
been told how their children will be af¬ 
fected. 

The school is in ‘special measures’ 
after being rated ‘inadequate’ last year 
by school inspectors. 

School leaders say the job cuts had 
been put forward because of a budget 
deficit at the school but a campaign has 
been launched to try to save the teaching 
assistants, who parents say are relied 
upon by the most vulnerable pupils. 

Parents are unhappy that it is teach¬ 
ing assistants who have been put in the 
firing line, particularly those parents 
whose children require extra support. 

Acting headteacher Gary Baker said 
these children would continue to receive 
the support they need. 

Dennis Hodson, chairman of the gov¬ 
ernors, said: “As is the case with many 
schools nationally, Thorns Community 
College is facing a significant budget 
deficit. 

“Unfortunately rising costs and re¬ 
duced budgets have impacted on several 
schools in the area and in the country. 

Restructure 

“As a result of this deficit the college’s 
Governing Body has decided that it is 
necessary to consult on a staffing re¬ 
structure. The restructure potentially 
affects support staff. 

“We are currently engaged in a con¬ 
sultation period amongst our staff and 
unions to ensure that we address this 
in the most effective way and limit any 
impact on our students. Staffing restruc¬ 
tures are never easy and these are diffi¬ 
cult times.” 

A letter to parents was sent out on 
Friday after the school was contacted 
by The Chronicle’s sister newspaper the 
Express & Star. 

A parent of a pupil with cerebral palsy, 
who did not want to give her name, said: 
“We have only just found out about the 
consultation. My daughter won’t be able 
to go to school. If she has a seizure there 
will be nobody to attend to her. 

“Some of these staff have been there 
for 20 years. I’m really worried my child 
won’t be able to attend.” 

It comes during a turbulent period for 
the secondary school which plunged into 
special measures last July following a 
damning Ofsted report. 

Nobody is hurt in 
Pensnett house fire

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Police break 
drug ring and 
crooks now 
face justice 



Albert Morris - put behind bars 


A MAN from Dudley who was part of 
a £300,000 drugs ring has been jailed. 

Albert Morris, aged 20, of Crescent 
Road, Netherton, was given four years 
and two months for conspiracy to sup¬ 
ply heroin and crack cocaine. 

Morris was part of a Black Coun¬ 
try based gang involved in supplying 
crack cocaine and heroin from Wol¬ 
verhampton into Kidderminster and 
Stratford-upon-Avon. 

Police chiefs said the convictions 
were the result of a complex investi¬ 
gation lasting 18 months. Eight of the 
drugs gang beginning time behind 
bars were from Wolverhampton. 

Gang kingpin Michael Porter, from 
Adey Road, Ashmore Park, was jailed 
for 20 years after being found guilty 
of four counts of conspiracy to supply 
heroin and crack cocaine as well as as¬ 
sault and money laundering. 

Christopher Cork, 52, of Waterloo 
Road, got six years and eight months 
for conspiracy to supply heroin and 
crack cocaine. Natasha Frazer, 34, of 
Chervil Rise, Heath Town, got three 
years and four months for conspiracy 
to supply heroin and crack cocaine 
and money laundering. 

Dirk Johannes Howell, 35, of King- 
sway Road, Fallings Park, received 22 
months and Dale Cooke, 22, of Cadle 
Road, Low Hill, three years and eight 
months for the same class A drugs 
charge. 

Junior Evans, 21, of Frost Street, 
Monmore Green, got four years and 
eight months for conspiracy to sup¬ 
ply heroin and crack cocaine. Luke 
Stephenson, 28, from Hobgate Road, 
Heath Town, got four years and six 
months and Michael Carter, 29, of 
Prosser Street, Park Village, three 
years and four months for the same 
offence. 

Two men from the Stratford area 
were also jailed and another two were 
released due to time served but got 
electronic tags.

about tackling them as Mayor.” 

Ukip candidate Pete Durnell, 
from Warley, said: “The new West 
Midlands Metro Mayor will be in¬ 
strumental in shaping future stra¬ 
tegic plans for the region.” Lib Dem 
candidate Beverley Nielsen, a direc¬ 
tor at Birmingham City University, 
added: “I welcome these debates.”

Plea as missing woman 
becomes a grandmother 


A FRESH appeal has been launched to 
trace a Dudley mother who has been 
missing for almost 20 years - so she 
can meet her newborn granddaughter. 

Police and relatives of Patricia Lashley, 
from Dudley, are asking for new information 
that could assist with the on-going investiga¬ 
tion into her disappearance. 

The mother-of-seven was last seen at her flat in 
Hall Street, Dudley, in September 1998. 

Patricia - who would 
now be aged 51 - was 
known to have links 
to Newcastle, London, 
Wales and Scotland. 

Her eldest son Sinan, 
who lives in Glastonbury, 
Somerset, is now appeal¬ 
ing for anyone with infor¬ 
mation to come forward, 
particularly as he would 
like to introduce her to 
... .. his baby daughter Sha- 

Patricia Lashley kira, who was born just 




before Christmas. 

He said: “My last memory of mum was when I 
was eight years old and I was sitting talking to her 
in my nan’s garden but with each year that passes 
that memory becomes more faded. 

“I would love for mum to meet her granddaugh¬ 
ter. Family is so important to us.” 

Patricia was described as white, 5ft 4ins tall, 
slim, with mousy brown hair and she spoke with 
a Geordie accent. She had moved to Dudley three 
years before her disappearance and was known to 
visit the No Limits club. 

Despite officers carrying out a series of searches 
and trawling a mass of information they remain 
unable to trace Patricia, who may also have used 
the surname Bradford and first names of Jade, 
Vanessa or Tricia. 

Detective Inspector Richard Jones, of Dudley 
Police, said: “We believe people may remember 
Pat, she was very well known locally, and may be 
able to provide new and important information. 

“We have not heard from her in over 18 years, 
she has not appeared on any government systems, 
claimed any benefits or used any bank accounts. 
Pat’s sister and children were distressed and be¬ 
wildered by her disappearance and still desper¬ 
ately want to know what has happened to her.”

Work may start on starter homes in summer 


MORE than 60 starter homes 
aimed at helping first-time buy¬ 
ers to get on the property ladder 
are set to be built on the former 
sites of four education centres 
across Dudley borough. 

The original buildings, which 
include Amblecote House and 
the Mere Centre in Stourbridge, 
have already been demolished. 

Council bosses said they were 
hopeful of getting planning per¬ 


mission for the homes by April 
with work would likely get under 
way in the summer. 

The other two sites earmarked 
for homes are in Beechwood 
Road and Wrens Nest Road, 
Dudley. 

The authority was granted 
£625,000 in funding under the 
Government’s Starter Homes 
scheme which will see the dis¬ 
used buildings replaced with 


a total of 79 properties, 62 of 
which will be starter homes. 

These will be made availa¬ 
ble for first-time buyers aged 
between 23 and 40 who will be 
able to get them at a 20 per cent 
discount. 

The scheme is part of the Gov¬ 
ernment’s push to create more 
new homes at realistic prices for 
young couples across the coun¬ 
try.

Woman charged 
in link to killing 

POLICE investigating the death of 
Birmingham teenager Kenichi Phil¬ 
lips have charged a Dudley woman 
with assisting an offender. 

Shaleana Samuels, of Elmbridge 
Way, Dudley, has been bailed to ap¬ 
pear before Walsall magistrates on 
March 10. Samuels, aged 24, has also 
been charged with two unrelated 
counts of possession with intent to 
supply drugs. 

Mr Phillips died after being shot 
in Ladywood in March 2016. Disharn 
Downie, of Gravel Bank, Bartley 
Green is serving life for murder. 

Cheaper quicker 
planning proposed 

RESIDENTS in Dudley looking to ex¬ 
tend their homes could soon benefit 
from a faster, lower cost service. 

Dudley Local Planning Authority 
is proposing to introduce a local de¬ 
velopment order (LDO), which would 
permit small household extensions 
without the need for planning permis¬ 
sion. 

Instead of applying for planning 
permission, residents would need to 
apply for written confirmation the 
development meets the LDO criteria. 

The two-week process would be 
quicker and cheaper. 

Traders face hike 
in licence charges 

DUDLEY Council bosses are propos¬ 
ing to increase the licence fees paid 
by traders and businesses across the 
borough within the next few months. 

The authority has drawn up propos¬ 
als to raise the amount charged by five 
per cent from April. 

Bosses say a five per cent rise would 
mean street traders would pay £656 a 
year rather than £625. 

The measure would also affect have 
an impact on sex shops and casinos.

The centre would be 
aimed at teenagers and young adults, 
according to a planning application.

Chancellor says Brexit will not hit light rail 


THE Chancellor has reassured lead¬ 
ers at Dudley Council that plans to 
build a new light rail will not be af¬ 
fected by Brexit. 

It was feared pulling out of the Eu¬ 
ropean Union would hit funding. 

A report by the authority said that 
the loss of EU funding following Brit¬ 
ain’s vote to leave it in June could af¬ 
fect the ‘viability’ of the Very Light 
Rail Project, which will see an inno¬ 


vation centre built at the bottom of 
Castle Hill. 

But Councillor Kurshid Ahmed, 
cabinet for planning and economic 
development, said the council had 
been reassured by the Chancellor of 
the Exchequer Philip Hammond that 
funding would not be pulled. 

“We have been reassured by the 
Chancellor that we will get the allo¬ 
cated funding from the EU,” he said. 


“We have been guaranteed the pro¬ 
ject will not be affected and that is 
re-assuring for us.” 

The project, which has been ear¬ 
marked to cost £27.8 million, would 
see a technological centre built at the 
base of Castle Hill and have a test 
track running to Cinder Bank. 

The report by Dudley Council said 
that the Black Country could lose 
millions in terms of the region’s eco¬ 


nomic growth due to Brexit. And this 
could affect the funding of the latter 
stages of the the light rail project, 
the report said, and that alternative 
sources would need to be found. 

The rail link will run from the cen¬ 
tre built at Castle Hill, through Dud¬ 
ley Tunnel, and will terminate close 
to Cinder Bank. A testing facility for 
new rail-car technology, required a 
stretch of tunnel. 


Parking fees are on 
way for beauty spots

PARKING charges could be 
brought in at parks and na¬ 
ture reserves across the 
Dudley borough. 

No beauty spots are seemingly 
off limits with documents listing 
parks, nature reserves and ‘open 
spaces’ as places where fees could 
be introduced. 

The cash-strapped authority is set to 
spend £70,000 on new pay and display 
machines in a bid to boost its coffers. 

Finance bosses admitted when the 
budget proposals were published in 
October that parking charges were 
under review in order to raise money. 

The authority needs to save £25 mil¬ 
lion over the next three years and has 
already caused controversy by propos¬ 
ing to raise council tax by a fraction 
under five per cent. 

It has budgeted for making an extra 
£93,000 from its parks by 2020 from 
‘corporate events, activity courses, 
sponsorship and new parking charges’. 

Some attractions in the borough al¬ 
ready have parking charges, such as 
Himley Hall and Park, but many oth¬ 
ers are currently free. 

Strategic 

Environment boss Councillor Hilary 
Bills said: “There is a strategic review 
right across Dudley, in that we are 
comparing what we do with other au¬ 
thorities. 

“Some authorities charge at green 
spaces and we will be looking if it is 
something we should do. 

“We are experimenting having two 
hours free parking in some town cen¬ 
tres - that is also part of the review.” 

Councillor Paul Brothwood, leader 
of the opposition UKIP group, said 
that it would be a mistake. He said: 
“We are trying to encourage people to 
use our beautiful green spaces, on the 
health agenda we want people to be 
out and about in the countryside and 
using parks. The last thing we should 
be doing is disincentivising use of our 
great parks.” 

Neighbouring Sandwell Council 
made the controversial decision to in¬ 
troduce parking charges at Sandwell 
Valley Country Park, which raised 
£18,000 in three months.

AN historic former coach house in Dudley has been put 
on the market for nearly £700,000. 

The Grade ll-listed Abberley House, on the corner of 
Himley Road, could now be brought back to life. 

It has stood in a state of disrepair for some time, yet 
estate agents Dixons say they have had ‘a lot of interest’. 

It has been advertised with a guide price of £695,000. 

The property is described as: “A Grade ll-listed late 
Victorian double-pitched house attached to a Coach 
house with two garages via converted rooms into a work 
space. 

“The property has parking for eight vehicles, together 
with a parcel of ‘Brownfield land’ at the rear of the prop¬ 
erty suitable for development.” 


In the late 1990s The Allfor Group bought the prop¬ 
erty to restore it to its former glory to provide a training 
base for engineers. 

The company hoped to preserve a number of historic 
features including decorative fireplaces and stained- 
glass panelling inside. However, the company had dis¬ 
banded by the early noughties. 

Historic England state that the two-storey building 
is early 19th century with ‘small-paned casement win¬ 
dows, sill band, two carriage doorways that are left with 
half-elliptical arch and slates’. It was first listed in April 
1976. 

It was originally a family home but it had deteriorated 
in recent years. 


Man stole 
car with his 
girlfriend on 
the bonnet 

A MAN stole his girlfriend’s VW Polo 
car and started driving off while she 
was still clinging to the bonnet. 

Adam Willis, aged 31, of Marsh- 
wood Croft, Halesowen, had a row 
with his partner of 18 months Robyn 
Reeve before stealing her VW Polo. 

She tried desperately to stop him 
but was left dumped on the ground 
with knee injuries as he drove off in 
her car. The incident happened in 
Hordern Road, Whitmore Reans. 

Prosecutor Balbir Paul told Wol¬ 
verhampton magistrates: “He took 
his girlfriend’s car. She did try to stop 
him. She climbed onto the bonnet but 
he carried on driving away. 

“She had been in a relationship 
with him for 18 months and the de¬ 
fendant had recently moved in with 
her. They had a falling out and he at¬ 
tempted to take the vehicle. 

“The victim followed him outside 
and got onto the bonnet. The defend¬ 
ant reversed the vehicle and the vic¬ 
tim fell onto the concrete below. She 
sustained minor injuries to her knees. 
He continued to drive away.” 

Willis pleaded guilty to aggravated 
vehicle taking which caused injury by 
accident. Magistrates took into ac¬ 
count the fact that Ms Reeve was his 
partner as an aggravating feature. 

He failed to attend a meeting with 
the probation service, so magistrates 
refused to adjourn sentencing to ob¬ 
tain reports. Willis was handed a 12- 
week jail sentence, suspended for 12 
months, and disqualified from driving 
for 12 months, ordered to pay £200 
compensation and £135 court costs.

Convicted Rahman fled to Bangladesh 


THE hunt for an imam who went on 
the run before being convicted of in¬ 
decently assaulting two young girls 
at his mosque has been stepped up 
as files were passed to extradition ex¬ 
perts. 

Hafiz Rahman, aged 58, of Ballard 
Road, Netherton, was sentenced to 
11-and-a-half years in prison in his 
absence after claiming he was too ill 
to attend court in October. However, 
he fled to Bangladesh the next day 
and has been on the run ever since. 

The Crown Prosecution Service 
(CPS) said it is still working to try and

track down Rahman, and its extradi¬ 
tion team was now involved in trying 
to locate him. 

Rahman had been working at 
Queens Cross mosque in Cradley 
Heath in the 1980s when the abuse 
took place. Wolverhampton Crown 
Court heard he assaulted two young 
girls at the mosque. 

CPS spokesman Vinny Bolina said: 
“The files have been sent to the extra¬ 
dition units to be assessed.” 

Police chiefs were left red-faced 
when the imam managed to flee the 
country while awaiting sentence. 


Rahman boarded a flight to Bangla¬ 
desh on October 8. 

But Judge Nicholas Cartwright said 
during sentencing: “There was no 
need to be suspicious that he would 
not attend his sentencing hearing so 
no warrant was issued for his arrest 
after he was convicted.” 

One of his victims said after the 
sentencing: “For me, this is over now. 
I just hope the police can get him back 
here. His life is over and mine is just 
going to start. I know the police will 
do everything they can to try and 
catch him.” 


Crash driver spared jail 
due to serious injuries 


A YOUNG motorist whose danger¬ 
ous driving ended in a midnight 
crash in Brierley Hill has been 
spared jail because of the terrible 
injuries he suffered. 

John Finney accelerated away from 
a set of lights and overtook a car on the 
wrong side of a set of bollards at high 
speed, Wolverhampton Crown Court was 
told. 

Then the 22-year-old security guard, who 
was alone in the Vauxhall Astra, lost control 
while racing into a right hand bend on the 
wrong side of Brettell Lane, explained Mrs Sati 
Ruck, prosecuting. 

The Astra clipped the kerb, mounted the 
pavement and was flung into spin during which 
Finney was ejected into the road, suffering se¬ 
rious head injuries. The empty car crashed into 
road signs. 

The badly-hurt driver was taken to hospital 
where a sample of blood taken from him some 
time later showed he was below the drink-drive 
limit. The reading was 66 milligrams of alcohol 
in 100 millilitres of blood. The legal limit is 80. 

Miss Felicity Campbell, defending, said: “He 
is extremely relieved that nobody else was in¬ 
jured. He was the one person who was. He suf¬ 
fered life changing injuries as a result of this 
and now faces two years of rehabilitation. He 
never wishes to sit in the front seat of a car 
again.” 

Therapy 

She added: “He is very fortunate to have sup¬ 
portive friends and family. He is living with his 
partner and has the backing of his mother.” 

As a result of the July 4 crash he lost hearing 
in one of his ears, requires therapy to speak 
and has to overcome extreme fatigue and mem¬ 
ory loss. 

Miss Campbell pointed out that a suspended 
sentence would allow the defendant to receive 
the intensive therapy needed to help him to¬ 
wards an independent life. 

Finney, from Leys Crescent, Brockmoor, 
pleaded guilty to dangerous driving and having 
no insurance nor a full driving licence. 

Judge Barry Berlin told him: “You were just 
below the drink-drive limit when tested. If any¬ 
body had been coming in the opposite direction, 
you could have killed them and yourself. My 
initial instinct was to send you to a long period 
of incarceration but, purely because of your sad 
circumstances, I will suspend the term.”

A PETITION started by a Stour¬ 
bridge woman calling for a total 
ban on ivory sales in the UK was 
debated in Parliament, but the 
lack of a conclusion left her dis¬ 
appointed. 

Ellen Cobb, of Beale Street, 
set up the petition in August and 
it received more than 107,000 
signatures, including those of 
celebrities Louis Theroux and 
Stephen Fry who shared it on 
social media with their millions 
of followers. 

But the three-hour long debate 
concluded with the Government 
saying consultation was due to 
take place shortly. Parliamen¬ 
tary Under-Secretary of State for 
Environment, Food and Rural 
Affairs, Dr Therese Coffey, said: 
“I really hope it will be as soon 
as possible.” 

Ellen, 22, wants protection for 
African elephants poached for 
their tusks which are carved into 
ivory ornaments and jewellery. 

“I was disappointed with the 
overall result from the debate 
and the reaction, but I’m going 
to carry on campaigning and 
fighting for an overall ban in 
the UK,” said Miss Cobb. “We 
worked out that whilst the de¬ 
bate took place, over the three 
hours, we estimated that around 
12 elephants were killed. Time is 
really running out and this issue 
needs to be sorted.”

Real problem is our 
soaring population 


WHEN ministers talk of our “broken” hous¬ 
ing programme, they need look no further 
than the House of Commons for someone to 
blame. Britain is a big and welcoming country. 
It could cope perfectly well with net migration 
of 100,000 newcomers per year. But when the 
UK population is allowed to grow at up to five 
times that rate, from 50 million to 70 million in 
a single lifetime, then everything, including sur¬ 
geries, hospitals, schools, roads, railways and 
electricity, gas and water supplies, begins to 
creak and fall apart. There is absolutely no point 
in any Government brandishing a new White 
Paper and announcing a new housing policy 
unless it also has a viable population policy. We 
are still waiting. 

Number 
of houses required to meet Britain’s housing 
needs: 300,000 per year. Net migration into Brit¬ 
ain: 300,000 per year. 

THE Government says old folk occupying 
big houses will be “given incentives” to move 
into smaller properties. A reader asks: “Will the 
same criteria apply to the stately piles of Eng¬ 
land: Buckingham Palace,Windsor Castle and 
Clarence House?” Any more questions like that, 
my lad, and you’ll find yourself in a very large 
dwelling. The Tower. 

A RECENT item on predictive text gave the 
example of Wton (short for Wolverhampton) be¬ 
ing confused with Eton (the public school). In 
real life, the two could never be confused. One 
is a multicultural place populated by people 
with an impenetrable accent and bizarre dress- 
sense who are ridiculously proud of it. The other 
is Wolverhampton.

We know 
all these things about Donald Trump, the new 
President of the United States, but are blissful¬ 
ly ignorant about the leaders of the European 
Union. It proves that, whatever The Remoaners 
tell us, most Britons have never really engaged 
with the EU. Even after 40 years of the Euro¬ 
pean Project, we still look west towards Wash¬ 
ington rather than east towards Brussels. The 
answers? The EU president is Jean-Claude 
Juncker. Elected by the people? You must be 
joking; he was appointed by MEPs. He says 
the migration crisis should be handled “with 
solidarity and the heart.”

Blow the 
whistle on 
treatment 
of referees 

GRASSROOTS football is facing strikers 
of a different kind - the referees. 

The men in black are being led in a 
protest campaign by young referee Ryan 
Hampson, an 18-year-old who has been 
punched, butted and spat on while offi¬ 
ciating. 

Some 800 officials agreed to join him 
on a nationwide strike on March 4-5 de¬ 
manding more action from the FA to pro¬ 
tect refs in grassroots football. The strike 
looks set to be put off after talks with his 
local FA in Manchester. But this action 
has been a long time coming and maybe 
a walkout is exactly what is needed. 

Despite the token ‘Respect the ref 
banner, the man in the middle is easy 
prey for intimidation, abuse and occa¬ 
sionally violence. Every weekend I have 
to watch my teenage son set himself up 
as a target for know-it-all dads, bullying 
managers and yobbish players. 

Most of the time those bellowing about 
his decisions are in no position to accu¬ 
rately see the action or don’t seem to 
have read a rule book since 1972 - but 
that doesn’t stop them shouting out. 

Managers seem to think if they badg¬ 
er a young ref for long enough he/she 
will change their minds. Or they will be 
too frightened to give a decision against 
them. In my experience, an obnoxious 
and/or vocal manager usually means ob¬ 
noxious and/or vocal parents. Similarly, 
disciplined and sporting managers will 
have respectful parents - and players. 

It is a case of ‘monkey see, monkey 
do’ with children. Just as they imitate 
the appalling behaviour of professional 
players, they also pick up the habits of 
parents and coaches. These aren’t just 
pushy parents. They might argue they are 
being supportive but frankly they are em¬ 
barrassing. 

Someone should tell the parents this a 
group of children playing for fun - though 
not if you have angry parents pitchside! 

Speaking as a referee’s mother, if you 
think it is acceptable to abuse a young 
lad who has got out of bed on a cold 
weekend to earn a bit of pocket money 
then you need to take a long hard look 
at yourself. 

My son has been refereeing since he 
was 14. Fresh-faced and new to the 
game, it was tough and many of his 
friends simply quit. He has grown in 
confidence and now stands at 6ft tall so 
tends to see less intimidation but I wor¬ 
ry how it will be when he starts taking 
charge of adult games. 

No ref always makes the right call, 
particularly when your linesman is a 
well-meaning parent, but that is part of 
the game. Teams must put up and shut 
up unless they want to pay for profes¬ 
sional linesmen. If these youngsters did 
not give up their weekends there would 
be no games. It may just take a strike to 
remind people.

Office block now being 
transformed into flats 



Revamp - the former npower offices on High Street, Kingswinford, are being converted into apartments 


IT was once the npower of¬ 
fice building but now this 
landmark site in the Black 
Country is being converted 
into apartments. 

The building on High Street in 
Kingswinford has stood empty 
since it closed in 2013. 

More than 200 people had been em¬ 
ployed at the site, the local base of the 
UK-based electricity generator and 


supplier of gas and electricity to homes 
and businesses. 

But now the office block is being 
transformed into 66 apartments and 
work expected to be completed by May. 

Prices 

Mandale Apartments are behind 
the transformation which includes 42 
one-bedroom flats and 24 two-bedroom 
flats. Prices range from £83,000 for the 
one-bed flat to £107,000 for the two- 
bed. 


The car park, which has 104 spaces, 
will be left in place to be used by the 
occupants of the new flats. 

Kingswinford councillor Dave Tyler 
has welcomed the plans. He said: “The 
homes are much better than leav¬ 
ing the building empty and therefore 
being at risk to vandalism and arson. 

“A lot of buildings in the borough 
which are left empty for a length of 
time tend to end up vandalised, fortu¬ 
nately this building never got to that 
point.”

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Traditional rural skills 
revived at beauty spot 


VOLUNTEERS have been learning 
the ancient craft of hedgelaying at a 
nature reserve in Dudley. 

More than 20 willing helps from 
conservation groups, friends groups 
and Butterfly Conservation took 
part in the training event at Salt- 
wells Nature Reserve, in Dudley. 
They were taught the traditional 
technique for creating and managing 
hedgerows. 

The reserve, in Coppice Lane, is 
one of the UK’s largest urban na¬ 
ture reserves and spreads across 247 
acres. 

The three-day event was led by 
Dudley Council’s countryside ser¬ 
vices with professional hedgelayer 
Paul O’Hagan. 

Barrier 

Volunteers learnt how to weave 
shrubs together to provide a bar¬ 
rier and habitats for wildlife such as 
birds, insects and small mammals. 

Volunteer Judy Hill, aged 75, said: 
“I volunteer at Leasowes Nature 
Reserve every Wednesday and we’re 
keen to do some more hedgelaying 
so we decided to go to the training 
event. 

“The course was amazing and all 
of us learnt so much and now we’re 
very eager to put it all into practice. 


“It’s lovely to be out in the fresh 
air and I absolutely love being out¬ 
doors and volunteering.” 

Sixteen species of dragonfly are 
found in the Saltwells reserve at the 
Daphne Pool, making the beauty 
spot one of the best sites for such 
insects in the West Midlands. 

Councillor Hilary Bills, cabinet 
member for environmental services 
at Dudley Council, said: “We’re 
lucky in the borough to have some 
beautiful green open spaces and we 
recognise how important it is to pre¬ 
serve them. 

“As a community council, we’re 
really pleased to be working with our 
volunteers and look forward to shar¬ 
ing these ancient skills, which help 
protect our hedgerows and wildlife.” 

Volunteers from the Butterfly 
Conservation will use skills learnt 
as part of the nature reserve projec, 
in partnership with Dudley Council, 
to improve the habitats for Scarlet 
Tiger Moths, a rare species that can 
be found in the borough.

Council leader is 
urging opponents 
not to block tax rise 

THE leader of Dudley Council wants opposition mem¬ 
bers to consider the impact on services before rejecting 
his plans to increase council tax by a fraction under five 
per cent. 

The controlling Labour group is facing a probable bat¬ 
tle to get its proposed increase through, after opposition 
groups said they would block the rise. 

Labour does not hold a majority in Dudley which 
means it needs support of some Conservative or UKIP 
councillors to get the decision approved. 

The authority wants to increase council tax by the 
maximum amount that they can without triggering a 
local referendum on the move. Three per cent of the 
extra money would go towards social care and two per 
cent to other council services. 

The 4.99 per cent increase would mean the average 
household paying £1.12 extra each week from April. 

Council leader Pete Lowe has called on leaders of the 
Conservative and UKIP groups to think about the con¬ 
sequences of not increasing tax. He said: “The three per 
cent adult social care element has been recommended 
by the Government itself and the two per cent the coun¬ 
cil agreed last year. We continue to provide the lowest 
council tax in the whole of the West Midlands for the 
residents of Dudley. 

“If the opposition decides to vote that down the im¬ 
plication is additional money will need to be saved. Pre¬ 
cious council services will need to be considered. It is in 
the interests of the people of Dudley that the increase 
goes through.” 


MP launches 
bid to save 
key mental 
health base 

A MENTAL health support centre in Dudley 
is set to close this summer, but Dudley North 
MP Ian Austin is asking the health secretary 
to step in to save it. 

Dove House, in the grounds of Bushey Fields Hos¬ 
pital, is to shut on June 30 after cash-strapped Dud¬ 
ley Council revised its contract with independent 
mental health charity Dudley Mind. 

If Dudley Mind does not 
win a new contract to con¬ 
tinue providing mental 
health services in the bor¬ 
ough, the support it offers at 
the Carlisle Centre, Stour¬ 
bridge, could also be at risk, 
the charity’s chief executive 
confirmed. 

Speaking at health ques¬ 
tions in the House of Com¬ 
mons last week, Labour MP 
Mr Austin called on Health 
Secretary Jeremy Hunt to 
give Dudley a fairer share of 
funding so that Dove House 
could continue. 

“Dove House in Dudley 
has been helping people 
with mental health prob¬ 
lems since the 1970s, but it 
faces closure this year for 
the want of what is actu¬ 
ally quite a small amount of 
money,” said Mr Austin. 

“Will he (Mr Hunt) look 
at this personally and do 
everything he can to keep 
this really valuable facility 
open. 

Promised 

“The reason it’s closing is 
because Dudley is losing 20 
per cent of its funding com¬ 
pared to just one per cent 
in Surrey, which he repre¬ 
sents.” 

In his reply, Mr Hunt 
promised to look into the 
matter. 

Although Dove House is 
located on land owned by the 
Dudley and Walsall Mental 
Health Partnership NHS 
Trust, and works with the 
trust to support patients, it 
receives no trust funding. 

Instead, Dudley Mind pro¬ 
vides mental health services 
through a contract with 
Dudley Council, but this is 
set to end this summer and

a revised contract put in 
place which will not include 
the funding for Dove House. 

The centre sees about 60 
regular patients and has the 
equivalent of two full-time 
staff in the form of mental 
health support workers, 
whose posts will go unless 
they are able to secure the 
revised contract and po¬ 
tentially be relocated else¬ 
where. 

If Dudley Mind is not 
awarded the new contract, 
the charity’s other ser¬ 
vices at Carlisle House, 
Stourbridge, and a range 
of courses it offers to those 
struggling with mental 
health could also be lost. 

Dudley Mind chief exec¬ 
utive Martin Mueller said: 
“Politicians will talk about 
how much more money is 
going into mental health, 
but that is only through the 
NHS and actually a lot of 
mental health provision is 
not through the NHS,but 
through the local authori¬ 
ties, which are having their 
funding cut. Without these 
services more people are 
going to end up in hospital.”

Litter getting 
worse across 
the borough 

LITTERING is on the rise in Dudley 
borough according to new figures re¬ 
leased by the council. 

In 2011 there was 1,034 incidents 
reported to Dudley Council, but this 
rose to 1,392 in 2015. 

The increase was almost a year-on- 
year rise, except for 2013 when the 
figure dropped to 992. 

Councillor Hilary Bills, cabinet 
member for environmental services, 
said there was ‘no excuse’ for dump¬ 
ing rubbish in Dudley. 

She added: “If we catch anybody 
littering we hand out fines, which we 
carry out all the time. 

“We ask people to respect the en¬ 
vironment. People should use litter 
bins at home. Some people think if 
they drop litter, it will be picked up. 
There is absolutely no excuse to litter 
in Dudley. ” 

The litter figures were measured 
from April to March each year. Also, 
in 2012 there were 1,111 fly-tipping 
incidents, up to 1,223 in 2014. 


gift cards with varying amounts, re¬ 
cording them as refunds, revealed Mr 
Phillip Beardwell, prosecuting. She 
used them to buy more than £1,000 
worth of goods from the firm’s website 
using her own name and having them 
delivered to her family home in Gam- 
mage Street, Dudley. The second year 
bio medical sciences student - eldest of 
six children - also put money recorded 
as refunds into her own bank account. 

Triggered 

Then she tried to claim refunds on

Mr Richard Franck, defending, said: 
“She felt under threat and pressure 
for reasons she struggles to explain. 
She thought she could sort it out for 
herself. This person was demanding 
more and more. She panicked.” 

Mr Franck continued: “She comes 
from a respectable family.” 

Shahid admitted two charges of 
fraud by abuse of position and was 
told by Recorder Martin Forde QC: “I 
am confident you will not be before the 
courts again.” 

She received a 12 month community 
order for 100 hours unpaid work and 
was ordered to pay £2,281 compensa¬ 
tion to Mothercare and £340 costs. 


New building plan for old pub site 



The British Oak was turned into a church community centre but modern facilities are now needed 


A PUB that re-opened as a communi¬ 
ty centre is set to be demolished and a 
new church facility built in its place. 

The two-storey community centre 
on Salop Street in Dudley was for¬ 
merly the British Oak pub, but since 
2003 has been used by the Dudley 
Community Church. 

The church sponsors the community 
centre’s activities, which are also open 
to the general public and include coun¬ 
selling services. 

However, the church now wants to 
knock down the premises and build a 


single-storey brick building with bet¬ 
ter facilities on the site instead. 

As well as allowing them to take 
on three extra staff, the new building 
will have a kitchen, an open plan din¬ 
ing area capable of accommodating 90 
people, individual counselling rooms 
and play rooms. There would also be 
a computer room, office space, storage 
rooms and toilets. 

Success 

In their plans for a new building the 
applicants state: “Due to the success 


of the centre, the present building, a 
refurbished public house, is no longer 
suited in layout and size, to the needs 
of the services on offer to the commu¬ 
nity. 

“Hence the intention to demolish 
the existing building and utilise the 
plot, together with a small area behind 
it, to construct a new, specifically de¬ 
signed facility.” 

Castle and Priory Councillor Ken 
Finch said: “The work that the church 
does is absolutely marvellous. There is 
a great community spirit” 


GPs offering 
more weekend 
appointments 

GPS in Dudley have come together to 
offer patients extended access to ap¬ 
pointments over weekends. 

Thanks to funding from Dud¬ 
ley Clinical Commissioning Groups 
(CCG), a number of practices are now 
open on Saturdays and Sundays. 

The aim is to improve access to pri¬ 
mary care services during weekends 
and reduce the pressure on hospital 
accident and emergency departments, 
allowing them to concentrate on more 
urgent cases. 

In recent years, extended opening 
hours in Dudley has been success¬ 
ful in increasing access for patients 
whilst providing continuity of care. 

Popular 

Steve Wellings, chairman of the pri¬ 
mary care commissioning committee 
at Dudley CCG said: “It’s really good 
news that practices in Dudley are 
opening on weekends. 

“This has proven to be popular in 
the past and has been successful in 
alleviating pressure on local practices 
by providing extra appointments for 
patients in general practice.” 

Instead of visiting accident and 
emergency, patients are advised to 
contact their own practice to see if it 
is open or if they can book an appoint¬ 
ment at one of the practices offering 
additional weekend appointments.

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Arthur's African flyer 
does Black Country proud 


PIGEON fancier Arthur Jones is 
celebrating one of his best ever race 
results having watched his ‘Black 
Country Boys’ compete over 255 
miles in southern Africa. 

Last summer Mr Jones sent five 
baby pigeons to a loft in Zimbabwe 
where they were trained alongside 
thousands of other birds to compete 
in the inaugural Victoria Falls World 
Challenge. 

He could not have imagined that 
one of his flock, that are proudly 
named the Black Country Boys, 
would finish 12th of more than 400 
pigeons which started the race. 

The 74-year-old was even there to 
witness his bird arrive back at the 
loft and to collect his prize money. 
He said: “The leading birds returned 
in around eight and a half hours and 
our bird, Jess, came in around 30 
minutes later. Our bird was first 


from the UK to come home and by 
some margin. He beat birds from 
all over the world including China, 
United States and South Africa. We 
were absolutely delighted. 

“My daughter was watching the 
race live on YouTube and there were 
a few others too who got really ex¬ 
cited.” 

The Black Country Boys were 
named after Mr Jones’ five 
grand-daughters Jess, Jade, Chloe, 
Leah and Willow. They were among 
nearly 1,500 pigeons sent to Zimba¬ 
bwe from 23 different countries and 
only those which made it through 
rigorous training were released. 

Mr Jones has 100 pigeons at his 
home in Stourton and has been 
keeping them since the age of eight. 
He is a member of Wordsley South 
Road Flying Club, which appropri¬ 
ately meets at the Bird In Hand pub.

NEARLY 30 people have taken on a new career as a call 
assessor for West Midlands Ambulance Service since Oc¬ 
tober last year. 

The 28 recruits, from a wide range of backgrounds, 
have joined the organisation to help save the lives of 
those who call 999. 

The workers are based at the service’s two Emergency 
Operations Centres (EOCs) in Brierley Hill and Stafford. 
With more than 3,000 emergency 999 calls received a 
day, the service is the third busiest in the country. 

During a 12-hour shift, a call assessor will answer 
a staggering 70 calls, ranging from coughs and cuts 
through to life-threatening alerts about chest pain, 
strokes or serious blood loss. 

A retained firefighter, prison officer, retail assistant 
and mental health worker are among the new call as¬ 
sessors. 

Liz Parker, head of EOC development and training, 
said: “You don’t need a university degree or healthcare 
background to apply for the role as a 999 call assessor 
with us.” 


Shocking 
figures for 
attacks on 
taxi drivers 


TAXI drivers have been attacked more than 
3,000 times in the West Midlands over the 
last decade. 

The shock figures, which have been released un¬ 
der Freedom of Information laws, come just days 
after an horrific assault on cabbie Sheakh Arbaz in 
Dudley during the early hours on a Saturday. 

The Stourbridge-based cabbie was punched repeatedly 


and left with a large gash 
on his face which needed 
stitches after his passengers 
robbed him of his takings. 

That came just a couple of 
weeks after four teenagers 
in Birmingham were con¬ 
victed of throwing stones 
at passing cabs on Bellevue 
Road, Edgbaston. One of the 
rocks shattered the window 
of a Dudley cab, fracturing 
the skull of a 7 7-year-old 
passenger and showering 
her husband in glass as 
their night out to the thea¬ 
tre ended at hospital. 

Damage 

Five other taxis had been 
hit that same night, causing 
at least £1,600 in damage 

At an earlier youth court 
hearing, a 17-year-old ad¬ 
mitted wounding and was 
convicted of conspiracy 
to commit damage. Two 
16-year-olds and a youth, 
15, were also convicted of 
wounding and conspiracy to 
damage taxis. 

Sentencing the four Bir¬ 
mingham teenagers, who 
cannot be named because 
of their ages, District Judge 
Joanna Dickens said there 
had been “serious conse¬ 
quences” not only for the 
victim but for the youths. 
The court heard that three

of the youngsters’ families 
were being evicted from 
their homes as a result of 
their involvement. 

The judge handed each 
youth a one-year youth re¬ 
habilitation order with cur¬ 
fews of between three and 
six months. Each was also 
ordered to pay £50 compen¬ 
sation to the injured woman. 

Figures show that cab¬ 
bies endured 1,775 assaults 
occasioning actual bodily 
harm, 780 common assaults 
and 131 racially aggravated 
assaults occasioning actual 
bodily harm. Grievous bod¬ 
ily harm with intent was 
committed 83 times, assault 
with intent to rob happened 
64 times and there were 49 
incidences of racially aggra¬ 
vated common assault. 

The figures have 
prompted taxi boss Shaz 
Saleem to call for more pro¬ 
tection for cabbies. 

Mr Saleem, chairman of 
Dudley Private Hire and 
Taxi Association, said: “I 
knew there was a lot but 
didn’t realise it was quite 
that many. It is shocking to 
hear. It’s yet another sign 
that we need more support 
from the police.” 


Money wasted on food 
that only feeds the bin 

FAMILIES in the West Midlands waste an average of £169 
a year on food that ends up in the bin, according to new 
research. 

The nationwide survey carried out by Provident on 
around 2,000 UK adults revealed how much the average 
Brit spent on food, water and unused satellite TV, among 
others. 

It also raised the question about how much Britain could 
be saving by simply being more careful when grocery shop¬ 
ping or checking their account for any unusual debits. 

People in the West Midlands spend an average of £65 on 
their weekly shop, of which five per cent will go to the bin, 
mainly because products have expired. 

Monthly subscriptions also hit pockets with many paying 
a monthly subscription via direct debits for services they 
never actually use. It took an average of four-and-a-half 
months to cancel such a service.

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Major road delays warning as 
busy route gets 20mph limit 


Ex-councillor 
denies charge 

A FORMER Dudley councillor has denied 
making indecent images of a child. 

Derrick Hemingsley, who represented 
Wordsley until last year, appeared at Wol¬ 
verhampton Crown Court last week where 
he pleaded not guilty to the single charge. 

The 57-year-old, who was also a governor 
at Belle Vue Primary School in Wordsley 
and chairman of the Friends of Wordsley 
Park, will stand trial in October. 

The offence is alleged to have taken place 
between August 2013 and November 2015. 

Hemingsley, of Penzer Street, Kingswin- 
ford, spoke only to confirm his name and 
enter his plea. Wearing a dark grey suit, the 
ex-Labour councillor sat in the dock during 
the hearing which lasted around 15 min¬ 
utes. A week-long trial was fixed to begin on 
October 2. He was released on conditional 
bail. 

Heminsgley was put on ‘immediate ad¬ 
ministrative suspension’ by the Labour 
party. 


THE speed limit on a section of a 
busy main road in the Black Country 
will be reduced to 20mph for three 
weeks. 

Tipton Road, which runs past Dudley 
Archives and The Black Country Living 
Museum, will have the restriction in place 
on both carriageways from February 24 to 
March 17. The speed limit will be in place 
outside rush hours, between 9.30am and 
3.30pm on weekdays, for resurfacing work 
to be carried out. 

The move has led to fears over traffic delays, 
with ongoing work on the A4123 Birmingham 
New Road already causing problems. 


Dudley’s Councillor Margaret Aston, who rep¬ 
resents the Castle and Priory Ward, said: “It will 
be the worse during school time. There is a lot of 
traffic down that road and the awkward bit will 
be during the school rush hour. It could cause 
trouble with the ongoing Birmingham New 
Road works too. But if the work needs to be done 
that it is something we will have to deal with.” 

Congestion 

The £1.5 million Birmingham New Road 
scheme, which aims at reducing congestion, has 
restrictions in place throughout the day and a 
24-hour closure in force on Shaw Road until the 
end of March. 

Councillor Hilary Bills, cabinet member for 
environmental services, said Dudley Council 


was aiming for minimum disruption. She ex¬ 
plained: “This is part of our three-year plan to 
resurface major roads. Right across the borough 
we are doing this, which was part of a bid given 
to us from the Government. 

“I am aware that there are ongoing works 
nearby but we will be trying very hard not to 
cause any trouble but people need to be aware 
that there may be disruption. 

“We are often approached by utility compa¬ 
nies asking to carry out essential work on our 
roads and our job is to help them do that with 
as little disruption to communities as possible.” 

“With this in mind we work closely with them 
to carefully plan a traffic management system 
to keep disruption to a minimum but sometimes 
delays have to be expected.” 


Group to honour 
Bert’s memory 

A GROUP honouring a peace campaign¬ 
er and charity fundraiser from the Black 
Country has been launched. 

The Bert Bissell Memorial Society will 
promote peace and raise money for char¬ 
ities in the region. Supporters who came 
together to launch the group in Mr Bis- 
sell’s home town of Dudley include Dudley 
North MP Ian Austin, Mayor of Dudley 
Mohammed Hanif, councillors and mem¬ 
bers of Mr Bissell’s family. 

Mr Bissell, who lived on Selborne Road, 
climbed Ben Nevis on VJ Day in 1945 and 
numerous times afterwards, constructing 
a peace cairn at its summit. 

He was honoured internationally for 
his peace campaigning and was made a 
Freeman of two boroughs, Dudley and 
Fort William in Scotland. Mr Bissell died 
in 1988 and is buried at the foot of Ben 
Nevis, where an annual charity walk is 
held in his memory. 



Dudley surprises geographer

A NATIONAL Geographic explorer who 
electronically measured his changing mood 
during a 2.5 million step walk across Brit¬ 
ain’s cities and parks, has said Dudley is 
one of the best places in the UK. 

Daniel Raven-Ellison had an EEG mon¬ 
itor strapped to his head which monitored 
his brain activity as he crossed 69 cities over 
seven months from June last year. Statis¬ 
tics collected from the monitor showed how 
stressed, relaxed, excited, focused, inter¬ 
ested and engaged he was during the walk. 

Mr Raven-Ellison walked from Birming¬ 
ham, through Dudley to Wolverhampton 
during the last leg of the trip. 

The 37-year-old ‘guerilla geographer’ 
said: “Dudley is a very special place. It has a 
combination of industrial heritage and lots 
of green spaces and hills that have stunning 
views. The wilderness and scenery makes 


Dudley one of the best places I’ve been in 
the UK. It was wonderful to see the nature 
in the suburban area.” 

Mr Raven-Ellison walked from North- 
field, through Oldbury, before arriving in 
Dudley, taking a trip down the High Street, 
walking past Dudley Zoo. He then walked 
through Wren’s Nest nature reserve, to¬ 
wards Coseley and finished in Wednesfield. 

He added: “The High Street was great 
and my headset detected high levels of in¬ 
terest. The walk was one of my favourites 
and for people that don’t think Dudley is 
a special place, I think they should think 
again. ” 

But Mr Raven-Ellison did add: “But the 
level of fly-tipping really disappointed me. I 
saw some of the worst fly-tipping ever. Dud¬ 
ley has a lot going for it but lots more can be 
done to the town to make it better.”

Metro rail clearance 
work is right on track

WORK has taken a step forward on the Midland Metro 
extension through the Black Country, with work to clear 
overgrowth continuing until the end of the month. 

The new tram service will run between Wednesbury and 
Brierley Hill and pass through Dudley on the former South 
Staffordshire Railway line, which is now being cleared. 

Midland Metro Alliance contracted workers to clear over¬ 
grown vegetation from the line in January and they have 
now completed their work. It will enable surveys to be car¬ 
ried out on the line for assessment, in preparation for when 
trams will eventually run on the rails. 

A spokesman said the MMA, which is working on be¬ 
half of the West Midlands Combined Authority, ‘expects 
construction on the route to begin in 2019 before it will be 
open to passengers by 2023’. 

“As the route is extremely overgrown, it is necessary to 
clear it in order comprehensive structural and environmen¬ 
tal surveys can be carried out. The surveys will be done 
later this year, as part of the detailed design work for the 
route.”

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Museum plays a Blinder 
as thousands more visit 


VISITOR numbers are up 
at the Black Country Liv¬ 
ing Museum (BCLM) with 
more than 300,000 passing 
through its doors last year. 

The Dudley attraction saw 
308,457 people attend in 2016, 
which was a 5.4 per cent rise on 
292,533 from 2015. 

Bosses welcomed the increase in 
figures at a time when many mu¬ 
seums are seeing visitor numbers 
dwindle. 

Andrew Lovett, BCLM chief ex¬ 
ecutive, said the museum is hoping 
to build on its success and welcome 
500,000 visitors each year in the 
next decade. 

Saved 

The attraction showcases what 
life was like in the Black Country 
during the Victorian revolution and 
early 20th century, and is aiming to 
move into the post-Second World 
War period including the 1960s. 

It features buildings saved from 
demolition across the region along¬ 
side exhibitions of mines, heavy

machinery, trams and even a vintage 
fairground. 

The museum has been boosted by 
being used as a film set, particularly 
for hit TV 1920s gangster drama Peaky 
Blinders over the last couple of years. 

The museum has put together a plan 
to make it become a ‘word class visitor 
attraction’ welcoming 500,000 people 


by 2022. Mr Lovett said the visitor 
numbers posted for last year show the 
museum were ‘heading the right direc¬ 
tion’. 

“This is really positive news for 
BCLM, especially in a time when not all 
museums are seeing more visitors com¬ 
ing through their doors,” he said. 

“As part of our proposed new devel¬ 
opment project ‘BCLM: Forging Ahead’ 
we want to achieve 500,000 visitors per 
year within the next 10 years so it’s 
great to see our visitor numbers moving 
in the right direction.” 

Its busiest weekend of the year is the 
‘1940s Weekend’, which sees the mu¬ 
seum turn back the clocks to wartime 
Britain. Special events have helped the 
museum grow its visitor numbers over 
the past year. 

In September more than 3,500 people 
poured into the attraction, as part of its 
Peaky Blinders Night. They donned flat 
caps and 1920s dress during the event, 
which saw the museum’s grounds fea¬ 
turing props from the set and a barber 
shop. 

The museum’s plans include a new 
visitors centre, 1940s-1960s town, an 
extension to the tramway and a revamp 
of the colliery area.

Trooping to Egypt for 
contract on barracks 


ONE of Wolverhampton’s 
best known construction 
companies, was Wilson Lo¬ 
vatt & Sons. 

In 1911 they secured a huge 
contract to build new army bar¬ 
racks at Abbassia in Egypt. 

They were to replace old barracks 
about which questions had been asked 
in Parliament. They were lit by oil 
lamps and the troops found it impos¬ 
sible to read at night. 

Outskirts 

The barracks were at Heliopolis on 
the outskirts of Cairo, near the airfield 
used by both the RAF and Imperial 
Airways. 

In charge of the contract was Wil¬ 
liam Alexander Poulson of Rayleigh 
Road, Wolverhampton. 

His father had operated a building 
firm, J Poulson and Son of St Mark’s

Road, but William, who had been born 
in 1880, moved to Wilson Lovatt, ini¬ 
tially as a foreman bricklayer. 

He went out to Egypt on the P & O 
steamship SS Maloja. While in Egypt 
he took in all the sights, and took 
many photographs on his early glass- 
plate camera. 

He returned before the War, con¬ 
tract complete, and his son Geoffrey 
was born in 1914. 

He continued to work for Wilson Lo¬ 
vatt until his retirement. 

His brother Harry was called up in 
the First World War, and was due to 
marry Clara Jones on his demob, but 
she died in the influenza epidemic of 
1918-9.

THEY were once the hardest-partying band on the road. Kings of Leon 
boozed their way through the noughties, carousing around the world 
as their six studio albums racked up millions of sales, propelled them 
to number one around the globe and earned them 68 platinum discs. 

Kings of Leon comprise brothers Caleb Followill, on vocals, alongside 
drummer Nathan and bassist Jared with cousin Matthew on lead guitar. 
They formed in 1999 in Nashville fusing southern rock and blues, and 
developed their sound on their way to becoming a stadium band. 

By 2011 Kings of Leon were playing to 50,000 festival fans after their 
hit, Sex on Fire, had taken them to the top of the bill. Band members 
weren’t talking to each other, they were travelling in separate cars. 

Nathan says the band had to take a break. “We got to take a little 
time away and be with our families and get to be husbands and daddies 
for a while, and not musicians. Now three of us have kids, and we’re all 
married, so the priorities change as your family grows.

“This record was a little different because we did have so much time 
off. We all went into the studio having not been together for a while, 
musically, and it was cool to see where our heads were musically. Caleb 
does a majority of the lyrics but this record was the first one in a while 
where we were all very involved lyrically and was kind of a team effort. ” 

All four Followills are married and all but Jared are parents. “Our 
kids all go to the same school,” says Matthew. Nathan adds: “You can 
tell us apart from the other parents - we’re the ones smoking weed 
underneath the bleachers.”

Monster mash gives rest of meal 
the chop as food fails to hit spot 


THERE’S nothing wrong with 
pushing the boat out and paying 
more than you’d normally deem 
acceptable for good food every 
once in a while. 

But it is annoying is when you 
splash the cash on food that doesn’t 
quite hit the spot. Unfortunately, this 
is what happned on a midweek trip to 
The Parkbrook. 

In truth, this was by no means a terrible 
meal. There was nothing particularly wrong 
with what we ate, but it just seemed lacking 
somewhat, and didn’t leave us satisfied. 

In their defence, the owners told us that 
a year ago, they’d taken over what was an 
ailing venue and were trying to turn things 
around. So the potential is there; let’s hope 
things do improve. The pub, just off the 
M6 Junction 10 on the main stretch into 


Parkbrook, Walsall 

Walsall, is welcoming enough. The service 
is friendly too, with staff being welcoming 
upon arrival and finding you a spot to sit. 

As there were only two or three other cou¬ 
ples there, we were a little surprised when 
we were told there was a delay in the food. 
When our starters arrived, they seemed 
strangely at odds with the rest of the meal. 
Our main courses felt freshly made and un¬ 
like what you’d find elsewhere, but to pay 
almost £4 for three chicken goujons, served 
in barbecue dip and with a salad garnish, 
was slightly disappointing. 

My friend didn’t fare much better, opt¬ 
ing for the deep fried garlic mushrooms, 
with a garlic dip and salad garnish. We 
both agreed we could have done both our 
starters ourselves at home. Things got bet¬ 
ter though. The main courses felt more of a 


treat, mine in particular, the Barnsley lamb 
chop - a lOoz brace of two succulent lamb 
chops, served on a bed of mashed potato 
combined with spinach, a mint gravy and 
seasonal cabbage. Firstly, how grand was 
the mash? Soft and moreish, the stand-out 
item on the plate. 

Flavour 

It definitely made the meal for me, al¬ 
though the lamb was deliciously smothered 
in a mint gravy oozing flavour. 

My pal picked the vegetable biryani - a 
traditional Mughlai main course of rice 
loaded with chopped vegetables, spices and 
saffron and served with chips. 

He mostly enjoyed it. However, he found 
it a little dry and would have liked some¬ 
thing extra to make it a little less stodgy. 
The wait between courses meant there was 
plenty of time for us to digest our mains, 


making desserts a more attractive option. 
However, like the starters, they were dis¬ 
appointing. 

I plumped for the lemon meringue - a 
slice of cake, layered with cream and me¬ 
ringue bits on a soft base. It was delicious 
and suitably sweet, packing enough of a 
tart lemony punch to round off the three 
courses nicely. But the accompanying ice 
cream lacked flavour. 

My friend fpund his sticky toffee pudding 
too thick and rich and couldn’t quite finish 
it. It was too dry and the accompanying ice 
cream was flavourless. 

It was a strange end to an overall odd 
experience for us at The Parkbrook. For 
somewhere rated so highly on TripAdvisor, 
I expected a little better than the slow ser¬ 
vice and underwhelming food. It was not 
terrible, it just failed to hit the spot.

Don't underrate the new Mazda3 


By James Fossdyke 

On the face of it, the 2017 Mazda3 is no 
different to the 2016 model. From almost 
every angle, it’s absolutely identical, but 
look closely and you’ll find a handful of 
incredibly minor modifications. 

For example, the front fog lights are slightly 
different, and the badge on the front grille has 
been moved down a few centimetres. The 
interior has had similar treatment - there’s a 
new centre console and a new steering wheel, 
but otherwise it’s business as usual. 

So why all the fuss? Well, because 
there have been some slightly more 
substantial changes made to the Golf rival’s 
underpinnings. 

G-Vectoring Control (GVC) - a system 
that improves front traction by braking and 
transferring weight onto the front wheels - has 
been taken from the new Mazda6, while the 
diesel engines have been tweaked to make 
them more responsive and more refined. 

Mazda anoraks may well notice the 3’s new 
clothes, but the average punter won’t. There’s 
nothing wrong with being identical to the old 
version, though, because it was a very pretty 
car - particularly in four-door Fastback guise. 

Yes, Mazda made a questionable call when 
it gave its design language the moniker of 
‘Kodo Soul of Motion’ but the application 
is spot on. It’s beautifully judged, so no 
detractors can label it either too bland or too 
fussy, and there’s just enough brightwork to 
lift the darker colours without coming across 
as flashy or ostentatious. 

The interior has struck the same balance, 
although the improvements are more

noticeable. The new steering wheel is slightly 
less of a button-fest, and the new centre 
console is a vast improvement in quality. 

Because the new Mazda3’s basic structure 
is unchanged, the practicality has also gone 
unaltered. As before, it will still cope with 364 
litres’ worth of luggage and there’s plenty of 
space to seat four adults in relative comfort. 

Opt for the Fastback, however, and you’ll 
get even more boot space, with 419 litres 
available. You do pay a price for this extra 
volume, though, because you lose a little 
headroom and the boot is a less useful shape. 

Mazda may have done more to the 3’s 
oily bits than its bodywork, but whether 
you’d spot the difference from the driving 
seat is debateable. The 3 was always a 
great car to drive, and around town or on 
the motorway it feels more or less identical. 
Those with attuned ears might notice that the 
diesel engines are marginally less gravelly 
than before, but otherwise it’s the same

comfortable, efficient, well-sorted machine 
it always was. If you put your foot down, 
though, you will notice the GVC’s influence. 
You don’t feel the nose dive as the car applies 
the brakes on the corner entry, but you can 
feel a slight slowing and the front tyres biting 
the tarmac more than they would have in the 
previous model. It’s amazingly effective. 

This impression is further aided by the 
steering, which is precise without being too 


heavy, and the gearbox, which is almost 
unbelievably slick. 

Prices start at £17,595, and for that you get 
the entry-level 2.0-litre petrol engine with 
118bhp. Opting for the four-door Fastback will 
set you back at least £19,695. Diesel engines 
carry a premium, too, with the 103bhp 1.5-litre 
engine found in our test car costing £1,500 
more than the more powerful 2.0-litre petrol 
engine. It’s more efficient, though, managing 


74.3mpg on the official cycle, so it’ll be the 
choice engine for those doing high mileages. 

Arguably best balance of power and 
economy can be found in the flagship 148bhp 
2.2-litre diesel. It’s only offered in mid- and 
top-spec cars, so it comes with a £22,000 
asking price, but its 7.9-second 0-60mph time 
and 68.9mpg economy make it tempting. 

The Mazda3 is, in many ways, underrated. 
It’s as good a car as the Ford Focus,

SPORTING MEMORIES

WITH his 85th birthday on the horizon 
you would think Peter Holmes would be 
happy to sit back and reflect on a life of 
achievement. 

But no. He is on a mission to highlight all 
that is good about sport in Wolverhampton and 
more importantly to urge people, young and 
old, to get active. 

Born and bred in Wolverhampton, Holmes has ded¬ 
icated his life to sport through his work for the city 
council and is a well known and hugely respected fig¬ 
ure in the West Midlands and beyond. 

He celebrated 70 years with Wolverhampton Swim¬ 
ming Club last year and has clocked up more than 60 
years as a member of Penn Golf Club. 

He has served the Staffordshire Swimming Asso¬ 
ciation for 56 years, worked for Sport England, been 
president of the West Midlands ASA and is still in¬ 
volved with the governing body of swimming. 

Honoured 

Having also represented Great Britain at water 
polo, his contribution to sport has been recognised 
with an MBE. 

In addition, he was one of the driving forces behind 
the creation of the annual Wolverhampton Sports 
Council Advisory awards - where the borough’s un¬ 
sung grassroots heroes are honoured. 

Another one of Holmes’s ventures has been the cre¬ 
ation of a Wolverhampton Sporting Hall of Fame with 
an honours board on display at Aldersley Stadium. 
And he has written the citations for each and every 
member of the Hall of Fame. 

“I have always loved sport,” he said. “And I am a 
firm believer that we can motivate not only young¬ 
sters but some of the older population to get involved 
in sport.” 

Holmes has certainly had his fair share of involve¬ 
ment, starting at the age of 16 with a trip across 
war-torn Europe to play water polo for GB in 1948,

playing against Holland, France and Belgium. He 
also enjoyed his 15 minutes of fame on national TV, 
a demonstration water polo game on the BBC, which 
took place at Thimblemill Lane, Smethwick. 

After ending his water polo-playing days in his late 
20s, Holmes channelled his efforts into promoting 
sport through his job with the sports council and be¬ 
fore that the central council of physical recreation at 
Wolverhampton Council. 

Along with director of education Dennis Grayson 
and a PE adviser named Trevor Churchill, Holmes 
saw a number of satellite sports centres built in the 


area which gave youngsters the chance to sample var¬ 
ious recreational activities, the first one at Compton 
park in 1971. 

Holmes was a driving force behind the Black Coun¬ 
try Games, a concept that saw youngsters from across 
the region compete in a host of sports, with the Fair 
Play Award named in his honour. 

Accompanied by his wife of 60 years Margaret, his 
son Phillip and daughter Michaela, when he was pre¬ 
sented with his MBE by Prince Charles at Bucking¬ 
ham Palace. 

Holmes is now currently putting the final touches 
to the shortlist for this year’s Hall of Fame inductees. 

But he is just as keen to see the grassroots heroes 
step into the spotlight - hence the birth of the Sports 
Council Advisory awards. 

“My aim is to make sure these people are recog¬ 
nised,” he said “For years they had not been rec¬ 
ognised but without all the wonderful people at 
grassroots level we wouldn’t have people excelling on 
the international stage.”
